We have 
a fair comprehension of hundreds 
and of thousands and should there¬ 
fore confine ourselves to figures we 
comprehend. When we talk about 
“thinking in millions” we are talking 
of something about which we do not 
think at all. We have not been think¬ 
ing in millions. We have been run¬ 
ning into them without thinking. 

An Inconspicuous King 

They used to say it was kings or 
emperors who started wars, but if 
there is war now no one will blame 
King Humbert of Italy or Emperor 
Sellassie of Ethiopia. The blame will 
rest wholly upon a man who, were he 
king by inheritance, would probably 
be anxious to avert such a calamity 
as that of twenty years ago which 
had huch disastrous effect upon sev¬ 
eral European kings and emperors. 
The King of Italy pursued a sensible 
course when he accepted the prem¬ 
iership of Mussolini. Had he done 
otherwise, he might have lost his 
throne and placed Mussolini where 
Napoleon was when he became First 
Consul of France. Ambition led the 
little corporal to become an emperor, 
but it led him also fr.om Leipsig to 
Elba and from Waterloo to St. Hel¬ 
ena. King Humbert plays an incon¬ 
spicuous part, but his life is safer 
than Mussolini’s and his throne safer 
than the Dictator’s sceptre. ___

Citizens of the entire Vulcan com¬ 
munity were saddened at the death of 
Leta Evelyn Roe, daughter of Mr.

Leta was beloved by everyone in 
the district, and was well known for 
her active contacts with various phas¬ 
es in the district, and was well known 
in community life.

Fire Destroys Bunk 
Car R. Love’s Outfit 

Sunday afternoon Blaze Completely 
Destroys Threshing Crew’s Sleeping 

Quarters; Crew Suffer Loss of 
Personal Effects 

Fire on Sunday afternoon com¬ 
pletely destroyed the bunk car equip¬ 
ment of the R. J. Love threshing out¬ 
fit, The threshing rig 'at th e . time, ( 
was situated at the farm of Henry 
McBride. About 3 o’clock the crew, 
who were lounging around for the 
Sunday rest, noticed smoke issuing 
from the roof of the house. All 
rushed to the sleeping quarters to 
rescue their personal belongings and 
attempt to extinguish the blaze. But < 
they were met at the door with a wall 
of flames. There was little the men 
could' do. They lacked fire fighting 
materials. To save a granary -near¬ 
by the men wheeled the blazing car 
into the stubble field and tipped it 
from the wagon gear. The complete 
loss is estimated at about $500.00. All 
the men on the crew lost their per¬ 
sonal clothing, blankets, suit cases 
and several lost some money that, was 
pocketed in their clothing. This loss 
to the men was great, for the articles 
burnt comprised practically all their 
worldly goods. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. 
Nobody had been in the bunk car for 
two hours. It is thought that probably 
a cigarette stub was tossed carelessly 
away some time before and had 
smouldered in the bedding material.

Vulcan Maintains 
Position as Wheat 
Shipping Centre 


During the crop year, starting Aug 
ust 1st, 1934, anti ending July 31st, 
1935, 820,000 bushels of wheat were 
loaded from the nine Vulcan eleva¬ 
tors and shipped to terminals. Thus 
Vulcan still maintains its position as 
an important inland wheat shipping 
point.For the past year the Kirkcaldy 
elevators have billed wheat thrdugh 
the Vulcan C.P.R. depot. IXiring the 
past crop'season, the dates of which 
are mentioned above, the Kirkcaldy 
elevators shipped 221,000 bushels of 
wheat. Combined with the Vulcan 
shipments the total of 1,041,000 bush 
els of wheat have, been billed through 
the Vulcan freight office. 

Since the beginning of the current 
crop season, on August 1st, 96 car¬ 
loads of wheat have been shipped 
from Vulcan containing 172,000 bush¬ 
els. At Kirkcaldy 75 cars have been 
loaded and shipped from the eleva¬ 
tors containing some 132,000 bushels 
of wheat.

Short Wheat Yield 
Here This Season 

Acreage Same With Decrease of 
Yield in Vulcan District; Excellent 
Quality of Grain and Good Prices 
Make Up Loss of Yield 

Average yield of wheat per acre in 
the Vulcan district has decreased this 
season as compared with last year’s 
figures. The estimated yield on all 
cultivated land in the territory is 10 
bushels per acre. It is estimated that 
the. 63,000 cultivated acres of land 
will produce in the neighborhood of 
650,000 bushels of wheat. Last year 
the estimated yield wa B 750,000 bush¬ 
els. However, the quality of the wheat 
this season in the Vulcan district is 
the best in many seasons and all is 
practically-grading No. 1 Hard. This 
coupled with better prices prevailing, 
than in .the past five years, will make 
up the~IossT)y~tlre lack of yield. The 
very poor stubbled crops in sections 
have c.ut the yield down. The average 
yield for the summerfallowed lands 
is estimated at 12 bushels per acre. 
In certain sections yields as good as 
30 bushels have been reported, but 
such fields this season are the excep¬ 
tion and wot the rule. Many stubbled- 
in crops "•were not worth threshing, 
while some threshed yielded from 4 to 
11 bushels. The variation in yields in 
very short distances this season are 
pronjinent. In fields the grain yielded 
uneven, while the space of a mile or 
two the difference of crops was very 
marked. 

At the present time threshing is 
about 90 per cent, completed, regis¬ 
tering a very early harvest. Just the 
odd field has yet to be cleaned up..As 
the threshing is being conypleted in 
this district the crews of men, and 
haulers with trucks and a few outfits 
are moving north where the harvest 
is quite late. Practically ideal weath¬ 
er has featured the current crop har.

Although Alberta electors are too exhausted from the 
recent provincial campaign to bring the full flow of exub¬ 
erance to the federal campaign, other parts of the domin' 
ion are having a high and exciting time. 

Within the last month, the probabilities have been com¬ 
plicated by the entrance of the'*fff£rth party, Social Cred¬ 
it. 'Three months ago, the stage was set for an overwhelm 
ing Liberal victory across Canada, with the bitterest op¬ 
ponents conceding such likeliehood. Hon. H. H. rStevens 
then launched his Reconstruction party, which is bound to 
si>lit up the old alignments. I.ater, the Aberhart Social 
Crediters, flushed with provincial triumphs, have dashed 
into the race; further upsetting all calculations. As mat¬ 
ters stand at present, a decisive victory for any party is 
by no means assured. 

l’rime Minister Bennett seems to have strengthened 
himself considerably in his Recent broadcasts, and has 
been greeted by large audiences wherever he has spoken. 
His minimum price on wheat, his recently outlined pension 
plan seem to have been favorably received in "the West. 
Whether there is a pro-Bennett reaction in Eastern Canada 
is uncertain. 

Mr. Bennett’s vigorous campaign has stepped up Hon. 
MacKenzIe King, who is throwing more energy into the 
fight than had seemed necessary a few months ago. He 
stresses very heavily tlje results of increased tariffs dur¬ 
ing the last five years. 

Mr. Stevens, though still a Conservative, is likely to 
draw a certain proportion of Liberal votes also. His spec¬ 
ial aversions are big financial and industrial interests, and 
prognosticators think he will have quite a following in 
Ontario, and possibly in British Columbia. 

• The U.F.4. or C.C.F. has always played a lone hand, 
but the solid return of this party from Alberta has been 
rtiTllJCrilled by the Social Credit entrance. It is ironical that 
the C.C.F. party, made up of offshoots of old line parties, 
responsible for introducing the subject of monetary re¬ 
form and of Major Douglas, and responsible also for sug¬ 
gesting a number of reforms now being blandly incorpor¬ 
ated in other party policies, should be endangered by for¬ 
ces within its own ranks. It is difficult to see in what way 
Social Crediters are going to make any greater impres¬ 
sion on Parliament than through the C.C.F. members. It 
would seem, advisable to give Social Credit in Alberta a 
working chattce,-before' contesting the fedei^J field. But a 
popular movement can spread like wildfii'fe,' and it is pro-

In the 
manufacture of these articles more people are employed, 
under" better working conditions and for better wages.

ALBERTA WHEAT 
POOL FINANCES 

Premium And Interest for Year Paid 
Government on September 1 

It is now ancient history that on 
the 1929 crop the Alberta Wheat 
Pool incurred a deficit of $5,649,000 
due to the drastic drop in wheat pri¬ 
ces in that year. The province guar¬ 
anteed that amount, repayment to be 
made over a period of 20 years. 

Since that time the Alberta Wheat 
Pool has promptly taken care of four 
instalments due on September 1st 
each -year, totalling $538,500 princi¬ 
pal and $1,050,000 interest. The prin¬ 
cipal sum due to the province has 
been cut down to approximately $5,- 
1000,000. 

In addition to this the Alberta 
Wheat Pool has reduced its bank loan 
secured for the purpose of building’ 
the large Alberta Pool terminal at 
Vancouver from $1,750,000 on July 
15, 1931 to $500,000 at the present 
date. 

Further, the Alberta Pool’s liquid 
position has been strengthened in 
these four years by over a million 
dollars creating a net liquid position 
as of July 15 last of over $4,000,000. 

There is every evidence of the abil¬ 
ity and willingness of the - Alberta 
Wheat Pool to retire its debt to the 
proyinoe and to restore the compre¬ 
hensive assets of the organiaztion 
debt free into the hands of the far¬ 
mers. To date the government guar¬ 
antee has not cost the taxpayers of 
the province a single cent and the pos 
sibility of such occurring in the fu¬ 
ture is remote.

The Law Against Lotteries 

Attempts to stop betting by mak¬ 
ing it illegal are not meeting with 
much success. In spite of the legal 
suppressions enacted by the federal 
government, Canadians still buy tick¬ 
ets in the Irish Sweepstakes, and the 
winners still manage to cash in on 
them. In this respect, the attempt at 
repression is having the same eifect 
that prohibition has had in the sup¬ 
pression of the liquor traffic. Men 
and women who see no harm in bet¬ 
ting on horses or having a drink are 
not going to be restrained by legal 
enactments, and these enactments fin 
ally drop into disuetide or, if enforc¬ 
ed, bring about their own repeal. So 
try to curb by legislation the tastes 
or habits of many people has so of¬ 
ten proved an error that one would 
think it wuld not be repeated^ but 
there is still a considerable number 
of people whose idea is "there ought 
to be a law to stop this.’’ Laws are 
worse than useless unless they c^rry 
with them the reasoned judgment 
and enlightened conscience of reas¬ 
onable-and respectable citizens.
